(d) commodities or commodities futures purchased or sold, directly or indirectly in any manner 
whatever, on a commodities or commodities futures exchange;

(f) options, interests, rights and forward and futures agreements in respect of property described in 
any of paragraphs (a) to (e) or this paragraph, and agreements under which obligations are derived 
from interest rates, from the price of property described in any of those paragraphs, from payments 
made in respect of such a property by its issuer to holders of the property, or from an index reflecting 
a composite measure of such rates, prices or payments, whether or not the agreement creates any 
rights in or obligations regarding the referenced property itself. 


“qualified non-resident" means a non-resident person or a partnership no member of which is resident 
in Canada.
